Despite Ike’s 
Big Victory |

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8—Late 
returns emphasized Thursday 
the tremendous personal victory 
won by President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower in his second-term 


bid. .But his Republican legions 3 


failed to get control of Con- 
gress. . 

The Democrats attained a 
thin and possibly shaky major- 
ity in the Senate, while clinch- 
ing firmer command of the 
House. | 


It was the first time in more 
than a century—since 1848— 
that the presidential winner fail- 
ed to sweep at least one House 
of Congress with him. 


_ But Eisenhower's triumph in 
the presidential contest was a 
mithty one. Adlai E. Steven- 
S0°, the Democratic candidate, 
Was caught and crushed under 
an ike landslide even more en- 
Ormous than that.of four years 
ago. 

Latest counts, still not com- 
plete, showed Eisenhower roll- 
ing up 33,767,462 popular votes 
to 24,703,431 for Stevenson in 
144,468 of 154,874 precints. 

Eisenhower won 41 states 
With “ 457 electoral votes, as 
against only seven states with 74 
electoral votes for Stevenson. 

Stevenson’s seven states were 
Alabama, Arkansas, Georgia, 
Mississippi, Missouri, North 
Carolina and South Carolina. 

With 218 seats needed for con- 
trol of the House, the Democrats 
had definitely elected 229 of 
their men. Republicans had 
elected 200 and six contests 
were yet undecided. 

This was a clear working ma- 
jority for the Democrats, though 
not a bulky one. : 

But in tne Senate the picture 
Was iess clear-cut. Deinocrats 
had elected 49 men to that 
chamber and the Republicans 
46 with one contest—in Ken- 
tuck y—undecided, 

As for Governor, Democrats 
chalked up their 15th winner in 
30 contests and Republicans 14. 
One struggle—in Rhode Island 
—still went on. The latest Dem- 
ocratic victory came in Ore 
gon, where Robert D. Holmes 
unseated Republican Gov. Elmo 
E. Smith. Democrats wre sure

NEW YORK, Nov. 8—Arkady 
A, Sobolev, Soviet envoy to the 
United Nations, declared Wed- 
nesday that Japan’s entry into 
the world body will be realized 
without fail at the coming reg- 
ular session of the U.N. Gener- 
al Assembly. 


Sobolev expressed this view 
in the course of a conversation 
with this correspondent at the 
Soviet reception held in New 
York Wednesday evening to 
celebrate the 39th anniversary 
of the “October Revolution,” | 
was the only Japanese news- 
man in New York to be invited 
to the affair, 


Sobolev revealed that during 
the just-ended Japan-Soviet 
peace talks in Moscow, the 
Soviet Government did not at- 
tach any conditions on Japan’s 
admission into the United Na- 
tions. 

Therefore, he said, Japan’s 
entry in U.N. was a certainty. 

The primary problem now, he 
said, is for. both Russia and 
Japan to ratify the Japan-Soviet 
joint declaration in order to nor- 
malize relations. 

If this is realized, Japan may 
be able to attend the next regu- 
lar session of the United Na- 
tions as a full-fledged member, 
Sobolev believed. 


'Tories Hit 


Soviet Action 
In Hungary 


A statement issued Wednes- 
day afternoon by the Foreign 
Affairs Research Committee of 
the Liberal-Democratic Party 
censured.

GENEVA, Nov. 8 (AP)— 
The International Red Cross 
Committee asked the Soviet 
Government Thursday to call 
an immediate truce in the 
Budapest fighting to permit 
evacuation of the wounded. 


The committee’s telegram 
said it had received informa- 
tion that street battles were 
in progress in Budapest at 
mid-day Wednesday = and 
numerous combatants were 
lying where they fell, unable 
to obtain medical help because 
of the fighting. 


VIENNA, Nov. 8 (Kyodo-UP) 
—Diehard Hungarian patriots 
have renewed their fight against 
the Soviets in Budapest and 
opened a “third front” near the 
Yugoslav border, radio reports 
from Hungary said Thursday. 

Faint signals from a_ radio 
transmitter inside the ruined 
Hungarian Capital served notice 
the rebel spirit had not been 
daunted by Soviet firepower. 

“The freedom fighters are 
becoming tired, yet enthusiasm 
is even greater than before,” 
the broadcast said. “Please heip 
us Save our country.” 

It added they had food left 
for less than a week. 


The broadcast followed other 
rebel reports the Soviets were 


expected to purge the new 
puppet Premier Janos MKadar 
for his failure to command 


the support of the Hungarian 
people, 

A freedom radio report said 
the Soviets used heavy artillery

American-Style Nomination? 


Within the coming several 
days, Prime Minister Hatoyama 
is expected to make a public 
pronouncement as to when he 
will retire from his office, Most 
probably he wili set the time 
at: “when the extraordinary ses- 
sion of the Diet is over.” And 
yet, the prospects of who will 
succeed him still remain as 
obscure as before, 

Hatoyama, now resting at the 
Fujiva Hotel in Hakone, has 
been meeting one party leader 
after another to sound out their 
opinions on the choice of his 
successor, 


The bone of contention at the 
moment is whether Hatoyama’s 
successor should be chosen 
through an election by the Lib- 
eral-Democratic Party members 
This formula is 
supported by many of the anti- 
Kono. factions within the party 
whereas both Hatoyama and 
Kono contend that even if the 
election procedure is taken as 
a matter of formality, a single 
candidate should be chosen prior 
to the formal nomination, 


The idea of electing the party 
president has been obviously 
inspired by the American Sys- 
tem of nominating presidential 
candidates at party conventions, 
Those who advocate the adop- 
tion of this system in Japan, 
however, apparently fail to real- 
ize that Japanese political par- 
ties are patterned after the Brit- 
ish system and that an uncritl- 
Cal imitation of the American 
procedures does not work here. 

The very fact that tne 
Liberal-Democratic Party Can- 
not choose its new president 
except through an open elec- 
tion by Diet members is proce 
that it has not developed into 
a fully mature political pariy. 


‘In fact, the Liberal-Democracic 


Party as it is today is hardly 
anything more than an associa- 
tion of a number of factions. 

The situation being as it is, 
even if Hatoyama’s and Kono’s 
proposal that a single candidate 
should be picked ‘beforehand 
were right, no one can tell how 
the three candidates now in 
the field—Kishi, Ishibashi and 
Ishii—can be reduced to one 
through the elimination proc- 
ess. As the situation stands 
now, it appears more likely 
that the three candidates will 
be reduced to two—Secretary- 
General Kishi and ITI Minister 
Ishibashi, 

To be sure, Ishibashi and 
Ishii, the third of the trio, have 
not yet agreed to form a “coim- 
mon front.” In fact, Ishii stit! 
insists that he will not wiih- 
draw from the race until after 


the first ballot—as in an Amer- 


ican party convention. 

Nevertheless, indications are 
that the contest will boil dowa 
to a choice between Kishi and 
Ishibashi. In the event that the 
two get deadlocked on, a 
precisely equal balance of pow 
er, however, there is the pos- 
sibility of a third party, 
Economic Planning Agency 
Director Takasaki, for instance, 
coming to the fore. 

The two most likely candi- 
dates are not without some 
Weaknesses. Kishi, who was a 
member of the Tojo Cabinet, is 
held responsible for signing the 
declaration of war against the 
United States and Britain. Ishi- 
bashi, 72, is handicapped by his 
advanced age. 

In the event that the party 
rank and file are equally divid- 
ed over the two men, with a 


possible party splii in the offing, 


then a third,man may have to 
ve picked.

USSR Courts

LONDON, Nov. 8 (AP)— 
Moscow Radio broadcast Thurs- 
day a message from India’s 
Prime Minister Nehru ap- 
parently warning the Sovict 
Union that if it intervenes in 
Egypt a world war may break 
out, 


Nehru sent his message to 
Premier Nikolai Bulganin in 
connection with the latter's 
threat to Britain, France and 
Israel.on Monday that the So- 
viet Union will invoke the use 
of force to halt their fighting 
against Egypt. 


“Your country has headed 
the campaign in defense of 
peace,” the Moscow broadcast 
quoted Nehru as saying. 


“Therefore, although we 
fully agree that aggression of 
any kind should be stopped, 
we firmly believe that any step 
which might lead to a worid 
war would be a crime against 


mankind and should de 
avoided.” 
‘The. note ended with this 
passage:

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (INS) 
—U.S. military commands 
throughout the world, including 
naval forces and atomic bomb- 
ers, were alerted Thursday to 
meet any threat growing out of 
the crises in Eastern Europe and 
the Middle East. 


Defense Department officials 
said the order was issued last 
week, when the Suez and Hun- 
garian situations grew tense, as 
a precaution against the pos- 
sible outbreak of a major war 
and to prevent any new Pearl 
Harbor. 


The swift actions included 
cancellation of some naval: and 
Strategic Air Command maneuv- 
ers, sending a powerful naval 
task force into the Atlantic, and 
placing more air defense com- 
mand fighters on alert in the 
U.S. 


The Joint Chiefs have been 
meeting twice a day since the 
military actions began last week. 
One member, Gen, Maxwell D. 
Taylor, Army Chief of Staff, cut 
short an inspection tour of 
Europe and the Middle East to 
return to Washington. 

Taylor, who had _ reached 
Turkey, was expected to join 
the strategy talks at the Pen- 
tagon Thursday. 

The principal decisions reach- 
ed by the military chiefs were 
said to have been these: 

1. The U.S. must take no 
chances of being caught nap- 
ping as it was at Pearl Harbor. 

9. The U.S. must be prepared 
to counter any Russian military 
moves outside the Communist 
orbit. These range from pos- 
sible Soviet intervention in the 
Middle East to atomic attacks 
on the U.S. itself. 

3. Major U.S. commands at 
home and overseas should be 
advised to keep “maximum 
forces” available for “possible 
redeployment” in the present 
crisis. 

The preparedness moves were 
taken after Russia threatened 
to use force to achieve a settle- 
ment in the Middle East and 
President Eisenhower sternly 
warned the Soviets not to inter- 
fere. 

‘The Navy, however, said the 
ship movements were ordered 
before Soviet Premier Bulganin 
serit the Russian note to Britain 
and France last Monday. 

The naval forces dispatched 
“somewhere in the Atlantic” 
include the 60,000-ton super-Car- 
rier Forrestal, which left May- 
port, Fla., Wednesday, to join 
‘the 45,000-ton carrier F. D.

Radio Pyongyang monitored 
in Tokyo claimed two “U.N.”

North Korea’s planes’ return- 
ed the attack and shot down 
one of the “U.N.” planes. Radio 
Pyongyang did not identify its 
own planes, 

It was the first encounter be- 
tween South and North Korean 
planes since the Korean War. 

Radio Pyongyang said the 
downed plane crashed 30 miles 
north of Kaesong, a city along 
the border of the divided coun- 
try.

‘Kenuki-Zushi’ Store 


Dates Back 


to 1703

In a little “sushi” (pressed 
boiled rice with fish, egg, sea- 
weed, etc.) shop in Kanda near 
the Greek Orthodox Church, 
Ishio Utagawa, the 10th de- 
scendant of the man who invent- 
ed “kenuki-zushi” is carrying 
on the same business which was 
started in 1703. The name 
“kenuki” (tweezer) was adopt- 
ed as each fish bone was pulled 
out by a kenuki in the olden 
days. 

The owner of the shop is very 
proud of his skill.at making 
this special sushi, the secrets of 
which have been handed down 
through 10 generations. This is 
the oldest sushi shop in Tokyo. 

Though most foreigners dis- 
like the raw fish on sushi the 
frh meat used for kenuki-zushi 
tastes entirely different. Ke- 
nuki-zushi. has become quite 
popular among foreigners and 
is often served at buffet parties. 

According to Utagawa a 
nobleman called Matsuzaki Kei- 
mon came to Yedo (Tokyo) 
from Kyoto in 1703 and opened 
the first sushi shop in Yedo. In 
those days there were minor 
wars among feudal lords and 
the men who fought in the war 
had to carry their own food. 
Vinegared boiled rice wrapped 
in leaves was usually taken to 
the battlefield. From experience 
they discovered that rice balls 
wrapped in bamboo-grass_ re- 
mained fresh longer. 

“This is the beginning of ke- 
nuki-zushi which was then 
called the sasamaki-zushi (sushi 
wrapped in bamboo-grass),” ex- 
plained Utagawa. Later when 
the patron retainers visited the 
shop they saw that each fish 
bone was being pulled out with

a tweezer and promptly called 
it kenuki-zushi by which name 
it is known to Tokyoites today. 

The first shop was located in 
Ningyo-cho near the Meiji 
Theater, continuing business 
there. till 1948 when it was 
closed down. Another shop 
Was opened in 1911 in Awaji- 
cho, also in Nihombashi. It was 
moved to the present site in 
1929. 

While ordinary sushi called 
Yedo-maye-zushi with slices of 
raw fish meat do not keep 
longer than three hours kentki- 
zushi has the advantage of 
longer preservation, due to a 
different process of preparation. 
The boned) raw fish is salted 
and pressed hard under a heavy 
weight as in making salted 
pickles, for one whole , day. 
Then the sliced fish is left in 
vinegar for three days to’ a 


The choice of rice is difficult. 
Utagawa buys rice in Sendai 
which produces rice of superior 
quality. Vinegar is added to 
the boiled rice but no sugar is 
used, a fundamental difference 
from other kinds of sushi. 

The bamboo-grass is obtained 
in various parts of the country 
depending on the season. At 
present it is sent from Kisarazu, 
Chiba Prefecture. . “Fresh 
bamboo-gras8® is essential. If it 
is dried out the sushi does not 
taste the same,” said Utagawa. 

The wrapped-up sushi must 
be pressed again for three to 
four hours before serving. “In 
the olden days messengers who 
came to fetch the sushi had to 
wait their turn for hours while 
the sushi was being pressed. 
We had a waiting room equip- 
ped with shogi (Japanese chess) 
boards so that they could amuse 
themselves while waiting,” ex- 
plained Utagawa. 

Kenuki-zushi will keep for a 
day in summer and a week in 
winter with no change in flavor. 
If the rice becomes hard it can 
be steamed. The secret lies in 
using the bamboo-grass which 
contains a natural sterilizer and 
is also effective in keeping the 
rice cool. 

Because of such advantages 
people going away on trips 
often take kenuki-zushi. From 
April to the end of August the 
shop is very busy, because it is 
the traveling season and also 
many parties are held during 
these months. 

Asked why his surname is not 
the same as that of the founder 
he explained about a family feud 
in which some relatives attempt- 
ed to depose the heir and usurp 
the family name. The sixth 
heir was tempted by the usurp- 
ers to spend the family fortune 
in an extravagant life and as a 
result lost his right to inherit 
the family name. When the fam-

Dutch participation was can- 
celed in protest against “the 
murderous work of Russian 
tanks” in Budapest, a decision 
hailed by newspapers here but 
one that disappointed many of 
the 56 Dutch athletes who had 
trained for the competition.

Communist China’s athletes 
preparing for the Olympic 
Games in Canton have given 
full support to their nation’s 
decision not to participate in 
the forthcoming Games, Radio 
Peiping reported Thursday. 


The radio, quoting Ma Yeh- 
han (John Ma), 75-year-old 
chairman of Communist China’s 
Olympic Committee, said that 
the Communist athletes “unan- 
imously support” the decision. 

He said the Communist 
athletes “do not permit the 
honor of our country to be 
damaged” by attending games 
where the Nationalist Chinese > 
flag is flying. 

“Although the Chinese ath- 
letes will not participate in the 
present Olympic Games, they 
will strengthen friendly con- 
tacts with athletes of other 
countries through other chan- 
nels in the future,” he added.

The Government Thursday dis- ae 
closed that it is against allow-|% 


ing any further import of big 
thermal power generators by 
Japanese electric power com- 
panies, so far exclusively ob- 
tained from the U.S. 


The International Trade and 
Industry Ministry, making the 
decision, explained that growing 
demands by Japanese heavy ma- 
chinery industries for. prefer- 
ential use of homemade dynamos 
motivated the decision. 


The Ministry’s decision is ex- 
pected to result in the rejection 
of pending and prospective ap- 
plications for permission to pur- 
chase several huge American 
generators, totaling 521,000 kilo- 
watts in capacity, by the Chubu 
and “Kansai regional electric 
power companies. 


Since 1952, Japanese power 
firms have been increasingly 
importing American dynamos 
through loan contracts to ex- 
pand their capacities in accord- 
ance with the views of Yasuzae- 
mon Matsunaga, senior leader of 
the Japanese electric industry 
who has a powerful voice in the 
national electric administration, 


But Tokyo-Shibaura Electric, 
Hitachi, Mitsubishi and other big 
heavy machinery makers recent- 
ly began opposing more imports, 
claiming that they will become 
capable of producing efficient 
generators up to 175,000-kilo- 
watts in capacity by early 1960. 
So far domestic dynamos have 
not only been far less efficient 
than their U.S. equivalents but 
have.taken a longer time to 
build. 

Japan’s imports of U.S. power 
plants since August, 1952, total- 
ed ¥40,556 million in value and 
1,315,000 kilowatts in capacity. 
Since last April, however, there 
has been a ruling, in the interest 
of the domestic electric makers, 
that 28 to 67 per cent of new 
power plant facilities be domes- 
tically purchased,

Closer Economic Bonds 
With India Urged Here 


The Japanese machinery -in-| 
dustry mission to India has 
recommended to the Govern: 
ment measures for the render- 
ing of positive economic coop- 
eration to India in implemer- 
ting its second five-year eco- 
nomic program. 


In the recommendations, the 
mission, which returned home 
recently from India, sought the 
Government’s aid for its plan to 
establish a cooperative organ 
of Japanese machinery and 
other industries for the indus- 
trialization of India. 


The mission, sent jointly by 
the influential Federation of 
Economic Organizations (Kei- 
danren) and the Japan Machi- 
nery Industry Federation, is 
eager to set up the perative 
body .as a unified channel of 
Japanese industries through 
which India will seek Japanese 
cooperation. 


The recommendations empha- 
sized the following points: 


1. Japan needs to send infiu- 
ential figures of Cabinet Minis- 
ter caliber to’ India to talk over 
with the Indian Government and 
industrial leaders the matter of 
economic cooperation. India re- 
cently dispatched to Japan such 
leading figures as Vice-Presi- 
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dent Sarvepalli Radhakrishnan. 


2. The Japan Export-Import 
Bank should extend the period 
of deferred payment for export 
of plant facilities from the pres- 
ent five years to seven years to 
cope with steps taken by Britain 
and West Germany. These two 
nations are actively exporting 
heavy machines to India through 
deferred payment formulas of 
such long terms as 10 years. 


3. The Government should 
send more commercial attaches 
to India to develop positive eco- 
nomic diplomacy in that coun- 
try. At present, there is only 
one commercial attache of the 
second secretary rank in India, 
in addition to four repvesenta- 
tives of Japanese trade organs. 
Britain and West Germany are 
posting commercial attaches of 
counsellor rank and a number 
of private trade representatives.

Oda made these statements at 
a lecture meeting at the Insti- 
tute for World Economics. The 
banker said the recent Middle 
East developments had made 
the situation much more urgent 
but the fact that Britain had to 
turn to something other than 
oil as an energy source already 
existed and atomic energy was 
the most reliable alternative in 
the long run, 


Speaking of the Middle East 
situation, Oda revealed that 
German, Italian and Swiss ex- 
porters were having unusual 
good business in Africa and Mid- 
dle East as the feeling against 
the British, American and 
French was generally very 
strong in Arab and African na- 
tions. He quoted an Italian ex-

Threatens Oil Shortage 


LONDON, Nov. 8 (AP)—Brit-| 
ain Wednesday ordered an im- 
mediate 10 per cent reduction in 
domestic oil and gasoline con- 
sumption to conserve diminish- 
ing supplies from the Middle 
East. 


Fuel Minister Aubrey Jones 
announced the decision in the 
House of Commons, 


He warned that a rigid ration- 
ing system would be introduced 
if there were undue delays in 
clearing the Suez Canal and get 
damaged Middle East pipelines 
functioning again. 


He added that Britain was 
now’ making “considerable pur- 
chases” of oil in the United 
States with dollars. 


Buying in U.S. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 8 (AP)— 
A spokesmaa \for a major Brit- 
ish oil company said Wednes- 
day British refiners were buy- 
ing “all the U.S. crude oil we 
can get” to ease the pincll creat- 
ed by the Egyptian crisis. 


The buying is being done 
through oil brokers, he asserted, 
and they in turn are approach- 
ing independent oil producers 
in Texas and elsewhere. 


The British, he added, were 
not attempting to buy oil from 
the big internationally organiz- 
ed U.S. companies which have 
refining affiliates of their own 
in Europe. “They have to take 


Taxes Boost 
Oe | 
Living Costs 
In Malaya 
SINGAPORE, Novy. 8 (Kyodo- 
UP)—The 7,500,000 persons of 
Singapore and Malaya woke up 
Thursday morning to find the 
cost of living had been hiked by 


the governments of the two 
territories. 


In parallel actions, the govern- 
ments of Singapore and the 
Federation of Malaya raised tax 
rates on tobacco, liquor, gaso}ine 
and a host of other goods in- 
cluding motor cars, textiles and 
luxury and non-luxury articles. 


The increases range from 5 
to 40 per cent. Because of the 
bigger deficit, the increase is 
greater in Malaya than in Singa- 
pore. 


Gasoline has been upped by 
20 cents a gallon in Malaya and 
seven cents in Singapore. Brit- 
ish and Commonwealth manu- 
factured cars are being taxed 10 
per cent of their value. Takes 
on foreign-made cars have been 
upped to 25 per cent. 

In addition to the new higher 
taxes, Singapore and Malaya 
residents are faced with an even 
higher cost of living due to in- 
creased freight rates on goods 
imported from Europe because 
ships now have to round the 
African Cape rather than go 
through the Suez Canal.

A spokesman in the New 
York office of one of Britain’s 
larg2s* oil companies said the 
quantity of American oil his 
firm was seeking to purchase 
was limited only by available 
tankey space. 

“Tankers are the principal 
bottleneck,” he said. 


Appeal to Texas 


NEW YORK, Nov. 8 (AP)— 
Wednesday United States oil 
companies will ask Texas pro- 
ducers to increase producticn by 
20 to 25 per cent in a move to 
deal with an expected oj] short- 
age in Europe. 


With the Suez Canal blocked 
and some damage to the Middle 
East pipeline system, U.S. oil 
industry sources said Texas 
could increase its present out- 
put of nearly three million bar- 
rels a day by some 600,000 to 
750,000 barrels a day. 

Texas oil production is reg- 
ulated by the State Railroad 
Commission, which meets with- 
in two weeks to fix the Decem- 
ber monthly production allow- 
able, 

Some companies were report- 
ed secking an.eemergency meet- 
ing of the commission to revise 
upward the shipments allowable 
in the remainder of November. 

The Journal of Commerce, re- 
ferring to the blocking of the 
Suez Canal and the damage to 
the Iraq ‘Petroleum Company’s 
three main pumping stations in 
Syria, said: “It is not likely that 
either of these transportation 
facilities can be repaired in less 
than a month.” 


Saudi Arabian Action 


BEIRUT, Nov. 8 (AP)—Damas- 
cus Radio reported Wednesday 
that Saudi Arabia had stopped 
exports of oil to the British- 
controlled refinery on Bahrein 
island, in the Persian Gulf. 
Scudi Arabia had previously 
announced its decision to ban 
oil exports to Britain and 
France. 


Denmark Reduces Use 


COPENHAGBN, Nov. 8 (AP) 
—The Government decided Wed- 
nesday to reduce Denmark’s 
consumption of gasoline by 25 
per cent, fearing shortage of 
supplies due to the Middle East 
troubles.

Meanwhile, plans are being speeded up for the organiza- 
tion, and dispatch to the Middle East, of the United Nations 
police force under the command of General Burns. 

According to Secretary-General Hammarskjold, the 
United Nations has already begun talks with Britain, 
France and Egypt on the stationing of such a fercee and 
General Burns will soon be going to Cairo to discuss this 
question with Colonel Nasser. 

The attitude of Israel, however, may cause some difficul- 


ties. 


The Israeli Prime Ministér told Parliament on Weda- 


nesday that Israel would not agree to the stationing of any 
foreign force within her borders, or on territory occupied by 
her, and his policy was fully endorsed by the members. 
On the other hand, the Egyptians told the United Nations 
the same day that the immediate withdrawal of British, 
French and Israeli forces from Egyptian territory is “im- 


perative” and “that nothing 
drawal is carried out.”

But with the actual cessation of hostilities a beginning 
can be made with some practical steps to alleviate the situa- 
tion. As soon as the United Nations police force arrives ‘n 
the area it can begin to take over from the British and 
French even if Israel should continue temporarily to re- 


fuse entry to it. 


The hope is that it is intended tnat the 


international police force shall remain to guard the Suez 
area until all concerned agree to a settlement which will 
include a permanent peace between Israel and the Arab 
States and a new regime for the Suez Canal. 

Until the arrival of the international police force we 
may expect a period of uncertainty but once it is on the 


spot it should immediately prove a stabilizing factor. 


Its 


presence should serve to persuade the nations that it is to 
their interest to come neaceably to the conference table in 
the determination to find a solution. 

{f that can be achieved there should be no insuperable 
difficulty in finding a modus vivendi which should secure a 
proper settlement of the Suez Canal problem agreeable to 
all nations, a permanent peace between Israel and the Arab 
nations and a final demarkation of their boundaries, and a 
plan to assist the Egyptian people to develop their resources 
in such a way as to improve their livelihood. 

it hardly needs to be emphasized, however, that in the 
attainment of such an objective, violent demonstrations 
and abusive declarations by any party in any part of the 


world can be no help. 


a An Asian Center 


The Forcign Office is reported working on plans to 
build in Tokyo what will probably be named the Asian 


Center. 


It is to serve to meet the needs of an increasing 


numbcr of students from various Asian countries coming to 
learn Japanese industrial techniques. 


This report is cheering from two aspects. 


First, be- 


cause it indicates that the flow of these important visitors 
is not likely to be a temporary thing. Second, because it 
shows that the Government is taking active steps to en- 
courage the program and to see that the students’ stay here 


will be worthwhile. 


The projected building will be four stories, with living 
quarters and facilities for classes in the Japanese language 


and primary technical subjects. 


If the Finance Ministry 


approves the budget requested in the next fiscal year, this 
worthy idea should become a reality before very long. 

~ While the idea and financial support comes from the 
Government, the Center’s operation will be entrusted to a 
competent privgte agency, the Asia Society. This is as it 


should be. 


Yet we hope that the Center will not be ex- 


pected to shoulder the complete burden of fulfilling the 


- students’ mission here. 


It should serve primarily for orien- 


tation—which is enough to make it highly valuable—and as 
a focal point for arranging the students’ further study with 
the cooperaticn of various educational institutions and 


. manufacturing firms. 


As of September 30, a total of 375 Asian students have 
come here to learn Japanese know-how, through the 
Colombo Plan fund, the U.S. International Cooperation Ad- 
ministration and Japan’s reparations agreement with 


Burma. 


Hundreds or even thousands of others, from the 


countries of Asia now eagerly pushing their industrializa- 


tion, may come in the future. 


The Asian Center should constitute a significant part of 
our efforts to cooperate with our Asian neighbors and con- 
tribute toward raising their standard of living. It is neces- 
sary, also, if we are to be good hosts and thereby take ad- 


vantage of this opportunity to 
through friendship.

Asahi Shimbun said it will be 
wise for the Government party 
to give up its plan to submit 
a bill for extension of the exist- 
ing Strike Control Law to the 
coming Diet. It reminded that 
even the former Liberal and 
Progressive parties, now form- 
ing the Government party, call- 
ed it undesirable when it was 
enacted three years ago. More- 
over, the paper pointed out that 
not a single violation was re- 
corded by the electric and coal 
industry workers, the major ob- 
jective of the statute. This was 
partly due, it said, to labor be- 
ing wise enough not to violate 
the law in settling their dis- 
putes with management. 


Mainichi Shimbun expressed 
satisfaction that the “conflagra- 
tion in the Middle East” was be- 
ing extinguished and the con- 
flict now handled through 
diplomatic channels, as the re- 


. sult of the adoption by the 


U.N. General Assembly of res- 
olutions for immediate with- 
drawal of Anglo-French and 
Israeli forces from Egyptian 
territory and establishment of 
an international police force. 
The paper paid tribute to the 
ceaseless efforts made by the 
-U.N. to put an end to the Mid- 
dle East hostilities. It hoped 
that the international force 
would be set up as soon as possi- 
ble to take over the disputed 
area. Otherwise there will be 
no real truce, it said. 


Yomiuri Shimbun approved 
in principle the need for rais- 
ing National Railway fares since 
the’ unexpectedly quick tempo 
in Japan’s economic expansion 
has been causing an acute trans- 
portation shortage. The Gov- 
ernment should try to invest 
funds in the National Railways 
Corporation instead of wasting 
money by creating many use- 
less corporations, it said. Rail- 
way fares, the paper pointed 
out, should be increased only as 


a last resort and be limited to a 
minimum. It feared, however, 
that the plan may backfire with 
similar raises of private rail- 
way fares, power and gas rates 
and consumer goods. . 


Chugoku Shimbun (Hiroshi- 
ma) greeted the return of the 
13 “Hiroshima Maidens” who 
underwent plastic surgery in 
New York. The paper paid 
tribute to the kindness shown 
by Norman Cousins, editor of 
The Saturday Review, and 
American authorities who play- 
ed an important role in giving 
treatment to some of the Japa- 
nese girls who suffered atomic 
bomb injuries, The question is, 
however, the paper said, how to 
treat other atomic bomb victims 
in Hiroshima and Nagasaki— 
estimated to total 60,000. It re- 
gretted especially that many 
people cannc* afford treatment 
at special “atomic bomb hospi- 
tals,” specializing in atomic dis- 
eases.

If*it is the 
manifest right of these nations 
to do what they are doing, 
thén, of course, the President 
cannot and will not attempt to 
have them judged aggressors. 
What he will do is to “dissent,” 
to point out that “the action 
taken can scarcely be reconciled 
with the principles and pur- 
poses of the United Nations,” 

The policy of dissenting, hav- 
ing acknowledged that they 
have a “manifest right,” is a 
very different thing from a pol- 
icy -of leading a movement to 
have them judged guilty of ag- 
gression. The President’s policy 
means, if the line he laid down 
is now followed, that we shall 
regard the U.N. not as a tribunal 
to judge, condemn, and punish

What, taking the situation as 
we now find it, is the American 
interest? In the first place, to 
refrain from moral judgment. 
If we do not, we shall find ouyr- 
selves arguing that Nasser is not 
an aggressor when he crogses 
his frontier, which he has been 
doing several times a week, pro- 
vided only that he uses smaii 
forces every time he crosses the 
frontier. The true friends of 
the United Nations will ree. 
ognize that Nasser by his raids 
into Israel, his intervention in 
North Africa, by his intrigues in 
Jordan and Syria, has created 
problems of security which the 
United Nations have not been 
able to solve. It would be a 
mortal blow to the United Na. 
tions if it transpired that the 
practical effect of its operation 
was to invest an aggressor like 
Nasser with immunity. 

Therefore in the interests of 
the United Nations, which is 
also a vital interest of tie Unit- 
ed States, let us insist that it be 
an organ for the solution of the 
problems of Suez and Palestine 
and not a tribunal of judgment. 

The Franco-British action will 
be judged by the outcome—in 


the first instance whether the 
military objectives are achieved 
in a reasonable time and at not 
too great a cost. If they are not 
achieved, the decision will have 
been a gigantic blunder which 
mav well have catastrophic con- 
sequences. The American in- 
tenest, though we have dissent- 
ed from the decision itself, is 
that France and Great Britain 
should now succeed. However 
much we may wish they had 
not started, we cannot now wish 


that they should fall. 
; . “ 


If their action is successful, 
then the standard by which it 
will be judged is how statesman- 
like is the settlement which they 
propose. I assume, or at least 
hope we have a right to assume, 
that London and Paris have no 
illusions that they can restore 
the old Suez company, or some- 
thing like it under another 
name. The moral credit of Brit- 
ain and France, which is now 
shaken, can be repaired if they 
use with great imagination and 
magnanimity the power in the 
Middle East that they, are now 
fighting to gain. 

Then the surgical operation, 
though painful, will have been 
justified. :

Fortnight in Hungary 


VIENNA—Valiant Hungarian 
patriots, once more victims of 
brutal Russian -military might, 
for 14 heroic days, demonstrat- 
ed to the world the great price 
a proud once-free people will 
pay to regain their freedom. 

Following is a chronology of 
the eventful 14 days that stirred 
the world and moved the United 
Nations General Assembly to 
call upon the Soviet. Union to 
cease its intervention in Hun- 


gary: 
Oct. 23—Thousands of  stu- 
dents begin protest march 


through the streets of Budapest, 
shouting “we want Nagy” and 
“out with Russians.” The 


.crowd swells to 200,000 and with 


nightfall, security police arrest 
a protest delegation marching 
on the Radio Budapest station. 
Angry crowds storm the sta- 
tion’s doors, and police open fire, 
killing one demonstrator and 
wounding several. The revolu- 
tion has begun. Fearfully, the 
Government headed by Stalinist 
Erno Gero calls on Soviet troops 


for help. 


Oct. 24—An early morning 
emergency session of the Hun- 
garian Communist Party ousts 
Gero ‘from his premiership but 
retains him as party chief. Re- 
cently rehabilitated Imre Nagy 
replaces Gero as Premier. Mean- 
while, Radio Budapest announ- 
ces that 10,000 Soviet troops led 
by 80 tanks began entering 
Budapest, and Nagy calls on the 
Hungarian people to “welcome 
them” as friends. That after- 
noon several hundred unarmed 
students and workers stage a 
peaceful demonstration in 
Parliament Square. Security 
police and Soviet troops open 
fire, leaving scores of dead and 
wounded, Enraged survivors, 
joined by thousands of other 


demonstrators, begin tearing 
down Soviet emblems~= and 
monuments. Hungarian troops 


begin joining the patriots and 
the revolution is in full swing. 
Despite ouster of Gero, the 
patriots refuse to put down 
their arms, demanding instead 
a new government, immediate 
withdrawal of Soviet forces, re- 
lease of all political prisoners, 
and disbanding of the hated 
security police. 

Oct. 25—Janos Kadar appoint- 
ed Communist Party chief. 
Budapest echos with artillery 
fire as tanks bombard blocks of 
houses. Radio Budapest re- 
ports many dead and thousands 
wounded. 

Oct. 26—Fighting spreads to 
the provinces. Travelers ar- 
riving in Vienna say Hungari- 
an troops who had joined the 
patriots now control roads lead- 
ing to Budapest. Nearly all of 
Western Hungary appears to be 
in patriot hands, and freedom 
radio stations begin broadcast- 


ing from points near the 
Czechoslovak and Yugoslav 
borders. Patriot delegation 


presents Nagy with 21 demands 
calling for liberalization of the 
regime, higher wages and liv- 
ing standards, abolition of pro- 
duction quotas and complete 
withdrawal of Soviet forces, 
Oct. 27—As patriot strength 
grows throughout the country, 
Nagy announces a new govern- 


ment, including several non- 
Communists. Patriots gain con- 
trol of border stations on the 
Austrian frontier and shout to 
Austrian frontier guards, “We 
are brothers again. Now we 
can talk to you as free men.” 

Oct. 28—Fighting ebbs. Soviet 
use of force in Hungary is con- 
demned by speakers at a Sunday 
session of the United Nations 
‘Security Council. Radio Buda- 
pest announces Soviet troops 
are leaving Budapest. 

Oct. 29—Changing its tune, 
the Hungarian Communist re- 
gime, prodded by Moscow, says 
Soviet troops will not leave 
until 24 hours after all patriot 
resistance ceases. A patriot sta- 
tion calls on freedom fighters 
not to lay down their arms be- 
cause “no one can believe in 
Communist promises.” 


Oct. 30—Nagy promises free 
elections, an end to nine years 
of Communist rule, abolition of 
collective farms, and freeing of 
imprisoned Catholic primate 
Jozef Cardinal Mindszenty, but 


Soviet tanks still remain in 
Budapest despite pledges to 
pull out. Finally, Hungarian 


Air Force issues ultimatum say- 
ing it will fire on Soviet tanks 
if they do not leave within 12 
hours. Meanwhile, Soviet Union 
announces it is willing to dis- 
cuss removal of its troops from 
roland, Hungary and Rumania. 

Oct. 31—Soviet troops begin 
moving out of Budapest as 


“church bells herald triumphant 


return of Cardinal Mindszenty. 

Nov. 1—Nagy announces Hun- 
gary is pulling out of the War- 
saw Pact, which the Soviet re- 
gime uses as an excuse for sta- 
tioning troops in the country. 
He proclaims Hungarian neu- 
trality and places Hungary 
under the protection of the 
United Nations. Soviet tanks be- 
gan re-entering Hungary, 

Nov. 2—Patriots valiantly bat- 
tle eight onrushing Soviet divi- 
sions in Eastern Hungary. So- 
viet tanks form a “ring of steel” 
around Budapest. 

Nov. 3—Fighting continues in 
Eastern Hungary as more So- 
viet troops are reported moving 
on Budapest, but the situation 
remains fairly calm in the capi- 
tal until after midnight. 

Nov. 4—Soviet troops and 
tanks open a surprise onslaught 
of Budapest before dawn, Radio 
Budapest still in patriot hands, 
announces that “all Budapest is 
under fire. The Russian gang- 
sters have betrayed us.” Nagy 
is reported arrested and Kadar 
takes over, proclajming a new 
Communist regime and pledging 
annihilation of the “counter- 
revolution.” By 4:10 p.m. the 
Kadar regime, aided by Soviet 
troops, proclaims the patriot up- 
rising in Budapest had been com- 
pletely broken. Radio Budapest 
now is in Communist hands, 

Nov. 5—Firing continues in 
Budapest as Soviet forces mop 
up last patriot resistance. The 
Kadar regime now says it had 
called on Soviet troops for assis- 
tance, although the Soviet attack 
actually had begun at least 
seven hours before Kadar usurp- 
ed control of the Nagy govern- 


ment.

Review of Film ‘Attack’ 
To the Editor: 

I wonder whether your film 
critic has seriously considered 
the implications of his review 
of the new American film “At- 
tack,” which is now being 
shown at the Shochiku Acade- 
my Theatre in Tokyo, 


He begins his article by 
advancing some cogent reasons 
why films which are critical of 
certain aspects of society and 
oi: human nature should be 
made. Since there is always 
plenty to criticize in our im- 
perfect world, We must surely 
agree that not to do so would 
be a form of artistic dishonesty: 
the film, in common with the 
other arts and means of ex- 
pression, has no need to restrict 
its subject matter in any way. 

But then Mr. Richie executes 
an astonishing somersault, and 
solemnly informs us that this 
film—despite the acknowledged 
excellence of its writing, acting 
and direction—is “entirely 
false” and therefore dangerous. 


The reason is apparently that 
it highlights an incident of 
cowardice and villainy within 
the American Army; and since 
all American’ soldiers are 
neither cowardly nor villainous, 
it follows that the film is 
misleading and ends up by 
“waving the wrong flag.” 

But why must this prickly 
patriotic note be  obtruded? 
The film might just as well 
be about English soldiers or 
Japanese, or Russian; and the 
fact that we are unlikely to see 
a Russian film of this type, 
speaks all the more loudly in 
favor of the maturity and 
rcsponsibility—albeit, only oc- 
casionally manifested of the 
much maligned Hollywood. 


Is there not here, in your 
correspondent’s attitude, soime 
flavor of the point of view 
recently shown toward the 
English film “A Town Like 
Alice,” because it might have 
been construed as critical of 
the conduct of some Japanese 
during the late world war? Wise 
counsels then prevailed, and 
some part of the general public 
here have since been able to 
judge the fairness or otherwise 
of this film for themselves, 


Let us hope that the same 
will apply to “Attack.” After 
all, we have many opportuni- 
ties of seeing the American 
soldier portrayed on the screen 
as a uniquely courageous hero, 
single-mindedly devoted to the 
pursuit of duty and the nearest 


girl. Until some genius arrives 


who can give us the almost 


unattainable “truth” about him, | 


or the soldier of any other na- 
tion, we may be grateful to 
have the balance - slightly 
redressed by Mr. Aldrich’s ex- 
citing and moving film. 


Since I understand that a 
previous letter of mine _ to 
your journal was considered 
offensively hostile to your critic, 
may I emphasize that I value 
very highly the _ invariably 
contributions _ of 
Mr. Richie, which indeed con- 
stitute one powerful reason 
why I and (I suspect) others 
besides continue to subscribe. 
Then, as now, I was merely 
expressing what I hoped was 
healthy disagreement; and that, 
Sir, is surely one purpose you 
have in mind when you 
engage such lively and intei- 
ligent correspondents.

I ‘think I did seriously consider 
the implications of my review of 
“Attack.” My point was that the 
popular nature of the commercial 
film as a dramatic vehicle usually 
prevents any leavening of “the 
other point of view.” The issues in 
“Attack” were presented as pure 
black and plain white, the same 
as is true of the most jingoistic 
of patriotic films. Giving world- 
wide distribution to the picture of 
a soldier, any soldier in any army, 
rushing gun-happy into battle, 
happy to die is to distribute an 
obvious falsehood. Yet to go to 
the other extreme and give the 
world a neurotic, dishonest and 
cowardly soldier is also to give a 
lie. Life being a balance, happy or 
otherwise, this mixture is what 
pictures should present—and what 
commercial films usually cannot 
afford to—and in failing to present 
life as it is, in insisting upon the 
traditional black and white dramat- 
ic formula, I feel that “Attack”’ 
failed just as conspicuously as do, 
say, War-time propaganda films, 
and for almost the same reasons. 
If Mr. Sayers is interested in 
fcllowing this idea further I should 
like to direct him to the current 
issue of the Geijutsu Shincho in 
which I discuss the film in relation 
to just this problem.—(D.R.)
